Born  in  Colonia  Juarez,  Mexico, 
of  American  parents,  Elder  Rom- 
ney was  educated  there,  at  Ricks 
College  and  the  University  of 
Utah,  where  he  received  his  LL.B. 
degree  in  1932.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  and  practiced  law  in 
Salt  Lake  City  eleven  years. 
During  this  time  he  served  in 
several  civic  positions. 

AUSTRALIAN  MISSION 

Elder  Romney  filled  a mission 
for  the  Church  in  Australia,  and 
later  served  as  a bishop  and  a 
stake  president.  He  was  called  to 
the  quorum  of  the  twelve  in 
1951. 

He  has  been  one  of  the  guiding 
personalities  behind  the  Church 
Welfare  Plan  almost  since  the 
inception  of  the  program  in  1936. 
In  June,  1959,  he  was  appointed 
general  manager  of  the  program.

The  History  of  LSD 


2nd  In  Series 

It  rained  a lot  in  1938  especially  in  cen- 
tral Europe  and  it  was  a very  bad  year  for 
grain  and  potatoes.  The  bulk  of  these  crops 
rotted  in  the  fields  and  many  peoijle  suf- 
fered. 

For  Albert  Hoffman  it  was  a good  year. 
He  was  a scientist  studying  the  fungus 
ergot  which  was  doing  very  well  in  the  sod- 
den fields  of  rye  and  potatoes. 

The  ergot  alkaloids  are  a group  of  drugs 
obtained  from  the  fungus  ergot  which  gives 
rise  to  a number  of  medically  useful  com- 
pounds. Two  compounds  ergonovine  and 
ergotamine,  are  invaluable  for  the  conti’ol 
of  bleeding  and  muscle  contraction  in  child- 
birth. LSD  was  first  synthesized  in  1938  as 
an  intermediate  in  the  development  of  these 
drugs.  Its  profound  psychological  effects 
were  completely  unknown  at  the  time. 

In  1943  Dr.  Hoffman  again  began  to 
work  with  LSD.  He  was  seeking  a stimulant 
using  lysergic  acid  (which  is  the  base  of  all 
ergot  alkaloids)  and  a chemical  similar  in 
structure  to  coramine,  a central  nervous 
system  stimulant.  He  felt  that  the  combina- 
tion would  give  him  an  active  stimulant 
drug. 

He  began  to  have  some  peculiar  psycho- 
logical sensations  and  felt  he  couldn’t  work. 
Being  a good  scientist,  he  felt  that  the  ex- 
perience might  be  due  to  the  ingestion  of 
some  of  the  compound  he  was  working  with. 
The  next  day  he  purposely  took  what  he  con- 
sidered to  be  an  extremely  small  dose.  The 
sensations  returned  stronger  than  ever  be- 
cause of  the  larger  dose.  Thus  the  peculiar 
psychic  effects  of  lysergic  acid  diethylamide 
(LSD-25)  w'ere  discovered. 

After  World  War  II  a number  of  scien- 
tific experiments  were  conducted  with  the 
drug.  It  was  used  in  psychiatry  both  as  a 


means  of  stimulating  psychosis  for  study 
and  as  a means  of  therapy.  In  1957  reports 
were  published  in  the  Annals  of  the  New 
York  Academy  of  Science  indicating  a cor- 
relation between  LSD  and  chromosome  dam- 
age and  embryonic  malformation.  These 
early  findings  have  been  repeatedly  verified 
in  more  recent  tests. 

The  drug  remained  primarily  in  scien- 
tific research  circles  until  the  early  1960’s 
when  Timothy  Leary,  Richard  Alpert  and 
others  began  to  use  it  with  normal  subjects. 
“Consciousness  expansion”  as  they  called  it 
received  widespread  publicity  which  gained 
impetus  when  Harvard  authorities  objected 
to  this  use  of  the  drug  because  of  inherent 
dangers  in  such  applications. 

The  formula  for  the  drug  was  published 
in  the  initial  reports  and  it  was  soon  avail- 
able on  the  underground  market.  Accurate 
figures  as  to  past  and  present  users  via  this 
source  are  not  available  but  it  is  clearly  a 
very  large  number. 

Leary  and  his  “consciousness  expansion” 
cult  moved  from  Harvard  to  New  York  and 
continued  proselyting  for  the  drug.  W^en 
legislation  was  passed  which  included  the 
drug  in  the  dangerous  drug  laws  the  group 
moved  temporarily  to  Mexico  where  they 
formed  the  Native  American  Church.  By 
using  LSD  as  a sacrament  of  the  church 
they  returned  to  the  states  and  asked  that 
it  be  given  the  same  religious  privilege  that 
Mescaline  (Peyote)  enjoys  among  certain 
tribes  of  American  Indians. 

At  present  LSD  is  only  legally  available 
to  legitimate  scientists  for  controlled  re- 
search purposes  but  a thriving  underground 
market  continues  to  supply  virtually  anyone 
foolish  enough  to  experiment  wdth  it  on 
their  own.  s.  g.

Brigham  Young  University  is  a 
peculiar  institution  of  higher 
learning.

on  opposing  athletic  teams? 

When  I first  heard  a heckler 
earlier  this  fall  at  a BYU  football 
game  call  a Negro  member  of  an 
opposing  team  a derogatory  name 
I was  shocked— not  so  much  by 
the  particular  individuars  com- 
ment but  by  the  number  of  stu- 
dents who  actually  laughed  and 
mocked  in  unison. 

If  this  were  the  only  instance 
of  racial  bigotry  I could  some- 
how rationalize.  Yet  it  has  hap- 
pened everytime  I have  witnessed 
an  athletic  event  where  negroes 


have  participated  at  BYU. 

It  wasn’t  long  ago  a group  of 
people  called  Mormons  were 
heckled  and  jeered  in  much  the 
same  manner  when  they  were 
attempting  to  gain  equal  rights. 

It  seems  all  so  paradoxical  and 
tragic  that  a group  of  people  with 
a background  o f persecution 
should  forget  what  they  once 
went  through  and  condemn  and 
mock  others  in  much  the  same 
fashion  in  which  they  once  were.

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JOHNSON  WILL  ASK  MORE  WAR  FUNDS 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— Congressional  budget  experts 
said  Sunday  President  Johnson  will  have  to  ask  Congress  for 
permission  to  transfer  $2.5  to  $3  billion  within  the  Defense 
Department  to  help  finance  the  Vietnam  war. 

They  said  Johnson  was  planning  to  send  a supplernental 
appropriations  bill  to  Capitol  Hill  early  in  the  1968  session  to 
clear  the  way  for  the  transfer  plan.

“Shalom,  the  traditional  greeting  of  Israel,  has  special  mean- 
ing for  us  all  today.  We  meet  in  peace.  We  will  talk  of  peace. 
We  will  try  to  extend  the  peace  that  is  in  our  hearts  to  all 
men  willing  to  share  our  partnership  of  good  faith  and  good 
purpose.” 


TRAVEL  RESTRICTIONS  CALLED  ‘TEMPORARY’ 

WASHINGTON  (UPI) —Treasury  Secretary  Henry  S. 
Fowler  acknowledged  Sunday  that  Restrictions  on  U.S.  travel 
and  investments  overseas  would  not  be  in  the  best  “long  term” 
national  interest.  He  pledged  that  they  would  be  “very  tem- 
porary.” 

Fowler  said  overseas  investments  were  “a  source  of  long 
term  strength”  to  the  United  States  and  steps  to  restrict 
them  were  taken  with  “the  greatest  reluctance.”

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— Two  Senators  charged  Sunday 
that  automobile  makers  were  grossly  overcharging  for  their 
lap-shoulder  seat  belts.

Patient  ‘Reached  First  Base’ . . . 


Stanford  Heart  Transplant  Suae

PALO  ALTO,  CALIF.  (UPI)- 
America’s  first  adult  heart  trans- 
plant patient  awakened  Sunday 
and  began  “responding  in  a good 
manner.” 

With  a woman’s  borrowed  heart 
beating  in  his  chest,  Mike  Kas- 
perak,  54,  a retired  steelworker 
from  East  Palo  Alto,  Calif., 
“reached  first  base”  in  his  battle 
to  survive  Saturday  night’s  trans- 
plant surgery. 

Kasperak  was  being  kept  alive 
with  a heart  one  third  the  size 
of  his  own  that  was  taken  from  the 
body  of  Mrs.  Virginia  Mae  White, 
43,  Santa  Clara,  Calif.,  who  died  of 
a massive  grain  hemmorhage. 

The  4%  hour  transplant  opera- 
tion was  performed  in  the  Stan- 
ford University  Medical  Center  at 


Palo  Alto— Stanford  Hospital  by  a 
medical  team  of  15  persons  headed 
by  Dr.  Norman  E.  Shumway,  who 
developed  the  technique  used  in 
two  earlier  South  African  heart 
operations. 

Shumway  and  Dr.  Donald  C. 
Harrison,  chief  of  Stanford’s  div- 
ision of  cardiology,  described  the 
operation  Sunday  at  a crowded 
news  conference  held  in  a medical 
lecture  room. 

Shumway  was  cautious  about  the 
outlook  for  Kasperak’s  recovery. 

“At  the  present  time  we  can  in 
no  way  term  yesterday’s  effort  as 
a success,”  he  told  about  100  news- 
men, photographers  and  camera- 
men. “We  have  reached  first  base, 
so  to  speak,  but  our  work  is  just 
beginning.
